Forces Are Regrouped 
Tokyo, Dec. 26 (A*)—Allied de­ 
fenders regrouped for battle m 
South Korea today under new 
threats from Red China’s high 
command to get out of the coun­ 
try entirely. 
The Allied force after abandon­ 
ing its last stronghold in North 
Korea had a new commander on 
the job. 
Lt. Gen. Matthew B. Ridgway 
arrived by plane Monday after­ 
noon from Washington via Tokyo. 
He succeeded Lt. Gen. Walton H, 
Walker, who was killed Saturday 
in a jeep accident. 
“There isn’t much to say now. 
I have to get to work,” Ridgway 
said as he came down the plana 
ramp at a South Korean airport. 
Ridgway, a paratroop general in 
World War 2. took over command 
as the Eighth Army in new posi­ 
tions along the border to South 
Korea was awaiting an imminent 
Communist offensive. 
Chinese and Korean Reds, sup­ 
plies and artillery were massed 
all along the front.

“There is today a crisis of leadership in 
the free world which is marked b y an in­ 
creasing separation b etween pub lic policy 
and popular sentiment.” This statement 
comes from the columnist Walter Lippmann, 
who is no more omniscient than other col­ 
umnists b ut who has crystalized in this sen­ 
tence a thought which has b een stirring in 
the minds of many persons. The thought 
is that, however wide the separation may b e 
already, pub lic sentiment and national 
policy are moving in different directions. 
Lippmann says this is so in Europe, also. 
while we trust that what our national 
leaders really want is peace, nevertheless 
there have b een many anxious days when it 
has seemed that the policy of the govern­ 
ment is to move toward war, in calculated, 
open-eyed fashion. The people, as judged 
from conversation, letters and reaction to 
'the daily news, seem to wish to move to­ 
ward peace, and away from the peril of war. 
Perhaps the greatest danger of the situ­ 
ation is in the rise of swelling popular de­ 
mands for specific acts of policy, or even of 
military operations. Such demands are 
usually b ased o n inadequate knowledge o f 
the special facts surrounding the point at 
issue. If every demand were complied with 
the result would b e confusion. When, the 
demands are rejected confidence in the go v ­ 
ernment suffers. 
The general directio n o f go v emm 
sho uld reflect the wish o f the peo ple. It is 
the respo nsibility o f Co ngress and the 
president to make It so . It is then the re­ 
spo nsibility o f the peo ple to suppo rt the 
po licy o f the go v ernment This is a time 
when firm suppo rt o f the go v ernment is o f 
the utmo st impo rtance. Hence it is v ital that 
bo th these respo nsibilities—o f the go v ern­ 
ment to the peo ple and o f the peo ple to the 
go v ernment—be carried o ut

Inflation is already moving b ut we might 
with stern measures avoid'the economic disintegra­ 
tion of such a load for a wfry few years. . . . 
Although the politician# and the generals insist 
that our survival depends‘Upon war, the truth is 
that our survival, as a people, actually depends on 
reb uilding a strong race of men and women. It is 
going to b e a stern way of life, and those who can­ 
not face it will go under, much as many of the 
aristocrats and b ourgeois of Europe went under 
after World War I. They lacked the stamina to 
face troub led times.

I want to make reference to one of the most 
horrib le reports ever issued b y a congressional com­ 
mittee. It is entitled “Employment of Homosexuals 
and Other Sex Perverts in Government. 
Can you imagine what we have come to as a 
people that a committee of Congress needs to b e 
appointed to deal with such a deb asement! It used 
to b e that if one met one of these creatures, he 
b eat him up and drove him outside the pale. But 
now we say that they suffer from a “neurosis.”

When we think of the millions of dollars that 
generous-hearted men end women have sub scrib ed 
and are sub scrib ing for research work on cancer 
we may b e discouraged, and feel that the cause 
of cancer will never b e discovered. When we feel 
this way we should stop and consider two “incur­ 
ab le” diseases of the past twenty-five years. 
Until Dr*. Banting and Best discovered that lack 
of insulin caused diab etes, every diab etic died. To­ 
day no diab etic needs* to die if 
under competent supervision. Similarly with per­ 
nicious anemia, a disease which kills every time 
unless the patient is given liver orliV C T e xtr^ 
as Dm. Minot and Murphy discovered. While can- 
eer 
every untreated gase, it often allows the 
patient to live longer than did diab etes and per­ 
nicious anemia. Though the cause of cancer has 
not yet b een discovered, cancer can b e cured in 
most cases b y early discovery and treatment b y 
X-ray, radium, or surgery.

POLICY AND SUPPORT 
‘There is today a crisis of leadership in 
the free world which is marked by an in­ 
creasing separation between public policy 
and popular sentiment.” This statement 
comes from the columnist Walter Lippmann, 
who is no more omniscient than other col­ 
umnists but who has crystalized in this sen­ 
tence a thought which has been stirring in 
the minds of many persons. The thought 
is that, however wide the separation may be 
already, public sentiment and national 
policy are moving in different directions. 
Lippmann says this is so in Europe, also. 
While we trust that what our national 
leaders really want is peace, nevertheless 
there have been many anxious days when it 
has seemed that the policy of the govern­ 
ment is to move toward war, in calculated, 
open-eyed fashion. The people, as judged 
from conversation, letters and reaction to 
'the daily news, seem to wish to move to­ 
ward peace, and away from the peril of war. 
Perhaps the greatest danger of the situ­ 
ation is in the rise of swelling popular de­ 
mands for specific acts of policy, or even of 
military operations. Such demands are 
usually based on inadequate knowledge of 
the special facts surrounding the point at 
issue. If every demand were complied with 
the result would be confusion. When, the 
demands are rejected confidence in the gov­ 
ernment suffers. 
The general direction of govemmewjifiicy 
should reflect the wish of the people. It is 
the responsibility of Congress and the 
president to make it so. It is then the re­ 
sponsibility of the people to support the 
policy of the government This is a time 
when firm support of the government is of 
the utmost importance. Hence it is vital that 
both these responsibilities—of the govern­ 
ment to the people and of the people to the 
government—be carried out 


BETTER BLOOD SUPPLY 
Better facilities for supplying the blood 
needs of illness and accident victims should 
result, on both national and local scale, from 
a project of the American Red Cross to 
develop regional blood centers to bank and 
exchange blood for normal hospital uses as 
well as to gather Mood for veterans’ hos­ 
pitals and the military medical services. 
Arrangements are available by which hospi­ 
tals can draw on these central banks when 
necessary to meet needs beyond their own 
local blood banks, making replacement later 
with other blood. The .central banks can 
make exchanges with each other, in order 
to help provide blood where it is needed. 
The progress which is being made in 
gathering, storing and distributing blood is 
highly gratifying: A point at which both 
doctors and hospitals too often fall down, 
however, is in helping the patient and his 
family to anticipate the need of blood 
and prepare for it , No matter how 
many Wkmd banks there are and how good 
they prfe* the bipod still has to come from 
people.

THIS COMPETITIVE WORLD 
I was talking to a lather at one of those occa­ 
sions where the parents foregather to sing carols. 
We had a few moments to talk about our children 
and we got on to the subject of the competitive 
spirit among them. The other father was for less 
of it because of something called a “neurosis.” 
Now, I rarely, if ever, have an opinion about 
anything. Mine are convictions. I believe strong­ 
ly, and on this subject, it is a conviction bom of ex­ 
perience that this shocking softness of our people, 
their tolerance of homosexuals in public office, their 
willingness to accept tenth-raters as their leaders is 
a product of namby-pamby education. 
There will be little room for soft people in the 
next decade or two. The fruits of life will go to 
the hard and capable.. Even those who possess in­ 
herited wealth will discover that the cost of war 
will eat away the accumulated pork. 
And our women will have’ to become tougher, 
because taxes will so raise the cost of living that it 
will become increasingly difficult to maintain the 
luxury civilization which we call our high standard 
of living. 
There is no use bilking this. When our national 
budget goes up to $90,000,000.OOO, as it will for 
1952, it will cost us more than our total savings to 
maintain the government. Herbert Hoover said in 
his recent speech: 
,. 
r 
" . . . Inflation is already moving but we might 
with stern measures avoid the economic disintegra­ 
tion of such a load for a ifery few years. . . . 
Although the politicians and the generals insist 
that our survival depends upon war. the truth is 
that our survival, as a people, actually depends on 
rebuilding a strong race of men and women. It is 
going to be a stern way of life, and those who can­ 
not face it will go under, much as many of the 
aristocrats and bourgeois of Europe went under 
after World War I. They lacked the stamina to 
face troubled times. 
I want to make reference to one of the most 
horrible reports ever issued by a congressional com­ 
mittee. It is entitled “Employment of Homosexuals 
and Other Sex Perverts In Government. 
Can you Imagine what we have come to as a 
people that a committee of Congress needs to be 
appointed to deal with such a debasement! It used 
to be that if one met one of these creatures, he 
beat him up and drove him outside the pale. 
But 
now we say that they suffer from a “neurosis.” The 
report says: 
" . . . The authorities agree that most. sex 
deviates respond to psychiatric treatment and can 
be cured if they have a genuine desire to be cured. 
However, many overt homosexuals have no real 
desire to abandon their way of life and in such 
cases are difficult, if not impossible. • . • 
If that is so. these fellows can be cured but like 
to go their way. So why should they be permitted 
to corrupt society? This report says: 
“An individual check of the federal agencies re­ 
vealed that since January I. 1947, the armed serv­ 
ices and civilian agencies of government have han­ 
dled 4,954 cases involving charges of homosexuality 
or other types of sex perversion. . . •** 
Assuming that perverts, like thieves, are not al­ 
ways caught, or even often, we may assume that 
there must be more of them. The largest number 
were in the military establishments.

HELPING CANCER PATIENTS 
When we think of the millions of dollars that 
generous-hearted men and women have subscribed 
and are subscribing for research work on cancer 
we may be discouraged, and feel that the cause 
of cancer will never be discovered. When we feel 
this way we should stop and consider two incur­ 
able” diseases of the past twenty-five years. 
Until Drs. Banting and Best discovered that lack 
of insulin caused diabetes, every diabetic died. To­ 
day no diabetic needs* to dk t f r ^ i v i ^ insulin 
under competent supervision. Similarly with per­ 
nicious anemia, a disease which kills every time 
unless the patient is given liver or lim -extract 
as Dr*. Minot and Murphy discovered. While can­ 
cer kills every untreated gale, it often allows the 
patient to live longer than did- diabetes and per­ 
nicious anemia. Though the cause of cancer has 
not yet been discovered, cancer can be cured in 
most cases by early discovery and treatment by 
X-ray, radium, or surgery. 
One of the most sensational and comforting 
events of recent months was the significant coopera­ 
tion between the Q ty of New York Department 
of Hospitals and the large voluntary Institute 
(Memorial Center) in the effort to control cancer. 
New York city and Memorial Center combined 
forces when Mayor William O’Dwyer opened the 
first unit in the city’s $192,000,000 hospital con­ 
struction program, the James Ewing Hospital, as 
part of the Memorial Center for Cancer and Allied 
Diseases. This marked an important advance in the 
fight against cancer. It demonstrated the crucial 
realization that the cure of cancer knows no politi­ 
cal doctrinal or Ananda] lines of cleavage. The 
plan is a solemn pledge by the great voluntary in­ 
stitutions involved, the Memorial Center, The Sloan- 
K ettetfaf Institute for Cancer Research, Strang 
Prevention Clinic, Cornell University College of 
Medicine, and New York Hospital, to commit their 
best efforts to the service of the cancer patient in 
the whole continuity, far beyond their narrow and 
formal jurisdictional walls. 
This combination of scientific research with 
strong financial backing by generous citizens in an 
effort to help all cancer patients is an object lesson 
to MI of us.

The Washington Merry-Go-Round 


Washington—The Defense De­ 
partment has written a secret 
memo on mobilization, proposing 
that either the automobile indus­ 
try c. the radio and television in­ 
dustry be drafted for war produc­ 
tion—before 
taking 
“standby” 
plants out Of mothballs. 
This may mean cutbacks in 
automobiles and television sets 
an otherwise expected. 
The secret memo outlining the 
Defense Department’s views fol­ 
lows* “It appears to be most desir­ 
able to convert existing estab ­ 
lished industries, whose commer­ 
cial output is cut back because 
of, fcoilniltJor shortages, to the 
production of war goods. Before 
attempts are made to open up 
’standby’ plans, the Department 
of Defense favors utilizing the 
automotive industry or the ra­ 
dio and television industry before 
building new plants or opening 
shadow plants.”
